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Expanded  library  facilities 

main  feature  of  renovations 
Locker  rooms  receive  attention 


A  major  renovation  pro- 
gramme of  the  School's 
physical  facilities  got  under- 
way in  June.  At  the  core  of 
the  scheme  is  the  re-location 
of  the  Library  to  the  third 
floor  where  it  will  occupy 
three  and  one  half  times  its 
previous  space.  The  new 
facility  provides  for  18,000 
volumes  and  the  comfortable 
accommodation  of  86  boys  - 
as  compared  to  10,000 
volumes  and  seating  for  38. 

A  restructuring  of  the 
School's  property  at  442 
Argyle  Avenue  allows  for  the 
accommodation  of  two 
Junior  School  classrooms 
and  a  caretaker's  apartment. 

Locker  rooms,  offices, 
athletic    equipment    rooms. 


Art  Studio,  and  masters' 
common  rooms  are  all  being 
relocated  and  refurnished. 

The  entire  project  was 
slated  for  completion  in  time 
for  School  opening  in  early 
September.  The  regrettable 
strike  of  the  Quebec  con- 
struction industry,  however, 
has  prevented  completion  of 
the  work.  Despite  ag- 
gravating inconveniences 
caused  by  the  work  stoppage, 
the  School  year  has  gotten 
well  under  way  and  all  the 
programmes  are  operating. 

A  detailed  report  on  the 
entire  project  will  be  given  in 
the  next  edition  of  the 
"Newsletter",  by  which  time 
the  work  will  have  been  com- 
pleted.
